Ontario officials considered 
changing their auto parking regu- 
lations on Euclid svenue to diag- 
onal from parallel last night at 
city council meeting. A motion 
to change the system lost for 
want of a second when Mayor 
Gecrge P. Weldon arose from his 
chair and vigorously protested 
adopting the proposed change. 
Jack Anderson offered the mo- 
tion, which stirred favorable dis- 
| cussion. 

Isaac Jones, attorney for On- 
tario business men, explained that 
lassurance had been given by state 
| highway officials the change 
could be made without interfer- 
ing with the program of state 
maintenance of the artery. 

Mr. Weldon based his opposi- 
tion on the grounds that change 
of the system would be in direct 
violation. of a state law, requir- 
ing parallel parking on all state 
highways. He said he had asked 
for a conference with Ear] Lee 
Kelley, director of public works, 
and that he preferred not to act 
until an official interpretation 
could be given by Mr. Kelley. 
Mr. Weldon also pointed out that 
an “emergency” amendment to 
the law will be offered when the 
state legislature convenes in Jan- 
uary.
